The committee on committee plan 
failed to become a rule of the house 
by 
almost 
unanimous 
vote, 
and 
Speaker John W . W oods selected the 
various committees, ana the work of 
the house has commenced in earnest. 
Hon. James E. Ferguson was inaug­ 
urated governor of Texas, succeed­ 
ing Hon. O. B. Colquitt, at high noon 
Monday, Associate 
Justice Nelson 
Phillips o f the supreme court, admin­ 
istering the oath of office. The crowd 
that thronged the capitol, and filled 
the hall and galleries is said to have 
been the largest in history. 
Gov. Ferguson’s address was noted 
for its brevity; the main and central 
thought being that the three depart­ 
ments ofgovernmeut work in harmony 
for the right and for the good of 
Texas. 
He experessed himself 
as 
having an intuition that be would 
like the legislature and hoped that 
the legislature would like him. 
The impression that some 
daily 
newspapers are trying to create that 
there is a strong division among the 
members, and that 
the division is 
causing the waste of time is without 
foundation. 
Although the legislature 
las been in session one week, very 
little, if any time has been wasted in 
useless debate.

regiment daily, and in order to foster 
the delusion it has to produce formid­ 
able convoys of French, Bridal and 
Belgian prisoners. 
Aix-la-Chapelle is 
the spectacular spot chosen. 
It is the 
busiest railway station in the German 
empire just now. The German general 
staff sends long train loads of prison­ 
ers through this junction going east 
every day. 
You can imagine how im­ 
pressive it is- 
You can also imagine 
how industriously the newspaper cor­ 
respondents record the incident in 
'their dispatches to Berlin, not forget­ 
ting the downcast demeanor of the 
captives and the cheers of the German 
populace. 
“The crowds are unaware that these 
trains are switched onto a loop line at 
night, and return in triumph the next 
day. The other morning a Dutchman 
was watching one of them go slowly 
by. He saw a Belgian soldier excited­ 
ly gesticulating at an open carriage 
window 
He was shouting: 'This is 
the 
twelfth 
time 
we 
have 
come 
through this station.’ ”

the wheel of an ammunition cart. 
He

“Next morning men fsom the neigh­ 
boring battery heard of our interest­ 
ing caput!e and claimed it as theirs. 
What cheek! 
We 
squabbled,

everybody asserted his right to the 
prisoner 
Suddenly shrapnel began to 
fall in the midst of the debate. 
Did 
Prussian shells stop the row over that 
pig? No. sir! 
For ten more minutes 
the two batteries argued, w bile bullets 
flew and the pig squealed 
“The chef of a portable kitchen has 
his little joke.

Then

Shrap­ 
nel had burst, killing two m^n on his 
left and badly shattering another. He 
was trying to light a pipe, and having 
some difficulty he said to his mate, 
Sure tis Belgian tobacco, and these 
French matches will be tile death of 
me.
